TOWN CENTRE VISION 
SET TO BE UNVEILED 


PLANS to breathe new life into Oswestry’s troubled town centre are 
to be unveiled next month.

With more shops standing empty, there is fresh hope that the Oswestry 2020 document, 
a crucial economic vision and development strategy for the town, will kick start town cen¬ 
tre prosperity. 

Nearly 900 people have given their view so far on the document which sets out plans 
for the town’s future. 

Oswestry mayor Martin Bennett said one of the main thrusts of the project was likely 
to be how to improve the town centre in the light of a series of business closures. 

Several large town centre properties are now empty, particularly in Cross Street, with 
the latest victim being travel agent Thomas Cook who announced last week it would be 
closing. Councillor Bennett said that agreement was reached on Tuesday by the pro¬ 
gramme’s steering group on a draft vision 
and further consultation would soon be 
' launched with the aim of having the docu¬ 
ment adopted by councillors by Tuesday, 
April 30. 

The mayor said: “The steering group has 
agreed a draft vision and indicative projects 
and that will be going out to public consul¬ 
tation the week before Easter. 

“The vision and projects are based on the 
result of the survey done with the public 
before Christmas. 

“The survey didn’t throw up any major 
shocks or surprises and it is true to say one 
of the main strategic thrusts is economic 
development and the future of the town cen¬ 
tre. 


Plans drawn 
up to save 
CCTV system 


PLANS are being drawn up to save 
Oswestry’s CCTV system. 

And the news means that the CCTV sys¬ 
tem, which was thought to be in jeopardy, 
could now have a more secure future. 

Police and civic heads met in the town 
recently to see how the cameras could be 
upgraded and funded in the future. 

Oswestry Town Council paid to install 
the cameras across the town centre 12 years 
ago and it was quickly held up as one of the 
best in Britain. 

The control room for the CCTV is based 
in Oswestry police station and run by a 
band of dedicated volunteers. 

Rumours that the station could close had 
added to fears over its viability although 
that threat had now been lifted. 

Recently a meeting was held at the Guild¬ 
hall in Oswestry between representatives 
from Shropshire Council, West Mercia 
Police and Oswestry Town Council to look¬ 
ing at the future of CCTV 

Town clerk, Mr David Preston, who 
attended the meeting, said discussions 
focussed around funding for CCTV particu¬ 
larly in terms of Shropshire Council and 
what grants it might be able to provide. 

The meeting was also told that a co-ordi- 
nator had been brought in to look at bring¬ 
ing the camera system up to date. 


Development 

“A lot of work is being done and has 
already been done on economic develop¬ 
ment. Oswestry has faced bad times before, 
such as when the railway closed or Park 
Hall camp closed, and survived and every¬ 
one is working hard for the town.” 

The mayor said he hoped the Oswestry 
2020 document would be adopted by April 
30 by town and county councillors. 

He said the Oswestry 2020 programme 
would complement other work already car¬ 
ried out to improve the economy of the area. 

These improvements include the drawing 
up of a North Shropshire visitor strategy, 
the work by the Oswestry Joint Economic 
Board to encourage town centre landlords 
to maintain and improve their properties as 
well as a project which is aiming to bring 
transform rooms above shops into apart¬ 
ments. 

The mayor added: “Make no mistake, this 
will not be the end of the process, it will 
merely be the end of the beginning of a 
process. 

“It will set a strategic direction for 
Oswestry but the details will still have to be 
worked out. 

“Once the plan is adopted, we will move 
to the next stage and that is development of 
specific projects.”

PEOPLE in villages around Oswestry are being 
asked to help shape how their communities 
develop. 

Their views are needed so Oswestry Rural Parish Council 
can refresh its Parish Plan. 

A series of meetings will be held over the coming weeks so 
a steering committee can be put together to drive the project 
forward. 

The council says the plan 
has to be done now because it 
has been more than six years 
since the last one was pub¬ 
lished. 

The findings of the parish 
plan will be fed into Shop- 
shire Council’s SAMDev (Site 
Allocations and Management 
of Development) strategy 
which will govern how the 
county develops. 

A parish council 
spokesman said: “It has been 
over six years since the last 
Parish Plan was published 
and much has changed since 
then, not least to national 
planning and local legislation. 

“The council would like 
residents to be involved and 
tell the council what they 
want. 

“This is a big undertaking 
and there is little money to 
finance this exercise, so there 
will be four initial meetings 
where the council hope to 
recruit volunteers to form a 
steering group for their local 
area within the parish 
wards.” 

The first meeting will be 
held on Tuesday to serve peo¬ 
ple living in the Maesbury 
with Aston ward. 

Those talks will be held in 
the WI hut in Maesbury. 

People who live in Trefo- 
nen and Treflach are invited 
to attend a meeting on April 
11 at the village hall in Trefo- 
nen. 

Residents of the Rhydy- 
croesau with Sychtyn ward 
will have a meeting on April 
16 at the village hall in Rhy- 
dycroesau. A date is yet to be 
announced for Morda and 
Sweeney ward. 


New homes 
questions 
addressed 
at meeting 

A VILLAGE near Oswestry 
won’t be swamped with new 
housing if it becomes a com¬ 
munity cluster for future 
planning development. 

Weston Rhyn parish coun¬ 
cil’s wish to be seen as a new 
style community cluster had 
brought fears that housing 
estates could spring up. 

But at a parish council 
meeting this week, a Shrop¬ 
shire council officer stressed 
that the parish would set its 
goals for building. 

Parish clerk Roger Dyke 
said that councillors at the 
meeting on Monday agreed 
that the current develop¬ 
ment trend of six new homes 
a year should continue. 

Mr Dyke said the cluster 
would mean that new hous¬ 
ing would not be just in 
Weston Rhyn but may be in 
other parts of the parish 
such as Chirk Bank or 
Rhosweil. 

The parish council previ¬ 
ously indicated that it 
wanted to see the entire area 
designated a community 
cluster under Shropshire 
Council planning guidelines 
a councillors did not want 
one area taking on all the 
new housing.

School maths 
project adds 
up to success 

YOUNGSTERS at a village primary school 
have had a number of chances to improve 
their mathematics skills. 

The entire curriculum at Llansantffraid 
Church in Wales Primary School had a 
maths theme for a week as part of a proj¬ 
ect to show the children how numbers and 
counting is a huge part of day to day life. 

Year five and six teacher Matt McWhin- 
nie said the project had been a big success. 

He said: “We looked at everything we 
studied and thought about how we could 
incorporate a maths theme into our learn¬ 
ing. 

“For example for our science topic we 
walked around the village collecting items 
and then weighed them later. 

“In our cookery classes we looked at 
how weighing was an important part of 
cooking. Again that showed how counting 
and maths is important. 

“The special week of maths-related 
studies began on Monday and will end on 
Monday next week when we have a maths 
magician coming in to show us some 
tricks. 

“The whole week has been well received 
by the children and they thoroughly 
enjoyed exploring how maths is involved 
in day to day things. 

“We also invited the community to take 
part in the week and parents were able to 
attend the school to take a look at the proj¬ 
ect.

issue we are worried about. We are an exist¬ 
ing railway and powers are already in place. 
All the legal advice is that this is not an 
issue. 

“The next key step is to secure a trans¬ 
port works order to allow passengers to 
travel on the reopened Oswestry to Gob¬ 
owen link. ” 

He said that application was already in 
draft form and reopening the line would 
have huge tourism and economic advan¬ 
tages, adding that a heritage line in Ffestin¬ 
iog in Wales brought in £9 million of 
tourism spending every year and created 
more than 300 jobs in the region. 

And Mr Williams appealed to local busi¬ 
nesses to become involved. “We have 
£25,000 in grants so far and have been able 
to match that figure but we need sponsor¬ 
ship from local businesses who will recog¬ 
nise the economic importance to Oswestry 
of this plan. 

“The project will provide 50 full time jobs 
as part of the £9million reconstruction pro¬ 
gramme, will provide 100 full time jobs on 
completion and huge benefits to Oswestry 
as a tourist location.” 

Secret 

He said up to 55,000 visitors per year 
could be expected following comparisons 
with similar ventures across the country. 

Chamber of Commerce chairman, Martin 
Anderson appealed for Oswestry businesses 
to back the scheme. “Oswestry has so much 
to offer but is generally a well kept secret. 
Many people don’t know the town exists 
from a tourism perspective. 

“Having this railway set-up in town 
would be a huge pull and would bring thou¬ 
sands of tourists to Oswestry and would be 
a real boost to the economy.” 

The reopening of the Oswestry to Gob¬ 
owen link is the first phase of the organisa¬ 
tion’s ambitious plans costing £3 million 
the second phase, reopening a line from 
Oswestry to Weston would cost £1.2 million. 

The third phase to Porthywaen and Llyn- 
clys would cost £2.8 million while a final 
phase to Blodwell would cost £2 million. 

He said the group hoped to have the 
transport works order approved by August 
next year and building work start in 2015.

“I have spoken to Oswestry School and 
the headteacher Douglas Robb says he sup¬ 
ports the plan to have the eagle on school 
land behind Oswald’s Well. 

“We will be meeting on Thursday next 
week to discuss the next steps.” 

The trail project aims to draw visitors into 
the town.

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Ex-smoker Yvonne helping 
others to pack in the habit

YVONNE Huxley finally gave up cigarettes after more than 30 years - 
and this week she urged others to get help to pack in the habit. 

Yvonne, pharmacy assistant at Pharmacy@ Caxton on Oswald Road, said she and her 
husband managed to stop through the Help 2 Quit programme at the neighbouring Caxton 
Surgery. The couple smoked around 55 cigarettes a day between them and Mrs Huxley 
said she had tried to stop through various methods over the years but had always failed. 

However, nearly three years ago the couple turned to the Help 2 Quit programme and 
started on Champix tablets which made them turn their back on smoking for good. 

National No Smoking Day was held on 
Wednesday when more than a million smok¬ 
ers attempted to quit. 

Mrs Huxley said: “I was smoking 10 to 15 
cigarettes a day and my husband 40 and we 
both went to zero within a couple of weeks 
of starting at the Help 2 Quit clinic at The 
Caxton Surgery. 

“I’d tried all of the various methods, 
patches, gum but nothing worked until the 
clinic programme. I’d urge anyone who has 
tried everything except the Help 2 Quit 
clinic to give it a go. You have nothing to lose 
but a lot to gain: improved health, a longer 
life expectancy and a few more nice holidays 
a year with the cash you save. 

“As I’ve worked in pharmacies for the last 
18 years I didn’t really have an excuse as the 
help was right there in front of me. I’d defi¬ 
nitely recommend it.” 

John Gentle, superintendent pharmacist 
at Pharmacy@Caxton added: “We have seen 
people’s lives change dramatically through 
the Help 2 Quit programme. They visit the 
Thursday night clinic at the surgery next 
door as a smoker and within a few weeks or 
months they have given up. It is amazing 
work, not the easiest journey but with the 
real desire to give up they do it. 

“Our team, especially Yvonne who knows 
the journey they are experiencing, can also 
give that extra support which may be 
needed when they are collecting their pre¬ 
scription for the method they are using.”

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Websites’ 
platforms 
vulnerable 
to hackers 

AN OSWESTRY computer 
expert has warned small 
businesses that their web¬ 
sites could be in danger of 
being taken over by hackers. 

Websites using older ver¬ 
sions of the popular Joomla 
and WordPress platforms 
are increasingly being 
hacked, according to Patrick 
Barnes, director of Moghill 
Web Services. 

Mr Barnes said website 
owners may not even know 
that it has happened. 

He said in some cases the 
hackers replace website 
homepages with a ‘bragging 
page’ claiming responsibility 
for the hacking. But some¬ 
times the hacking can be 
more sinister, and fake bank 
websites can be set up or a 
virus placed that infects the 
computers of unsuspecting 
website visitors. 

Affected websites can 
either disappear completely, 
be shut down by the hosting 
company or even be 
removed from web searches. 

Mr Barnes said some web¬ 
site companies have used 
the Joomla and WordPress 
software to build websites 
for businesses but haven’t 
told their customers they 
need to keep the software 
up-to-date. 

The problem could affect 
any website built between 
2008 and last year, when 
Joomla 1.5 was withdrawn, 
and WordPress sites that 
have not been updated since 
they were built, he said.

AN award-winning Montgomery hotel, 
which dates back to the 17th century, is on 
the market for an asking price of £595,000. 

The 20-room Dragon Hotel in Mont¬ 
gomery is being sold for the first time in 22 
years as its present owners Mark and Sue 
Michaels look to retire. 

A former coaching inn, the distinctive 
Grade II listed hotel stands next to Mont¬ 
gomery Castle and overlooks the town’s 
market place. 

Mr Michaels, who is Montgomery’s cur¬ 
rent mayor, said he and his wife had decided 
to retire, but would be moving to a house 
they have in the town. 

He said he would also be carrying on with 
his council duties and said the couple were 
looking forward to somebody else taking on 
the running of the hotel. 

He said: “After being here for nearly 23 
years we both think it is time to move on.”

The offences are said to have taken place 
between February 2008 and April 2011, 
when Barnett was working for F Smith and 
Son.

Barnett was due to stand trial later this 
month, but changed his plea on an agreed 
basis at his latest appearance. He had 
admitted the cricket club theft at an earlier 
hearing. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, told the 
court Barnett only accepted having taken 
£4,700.He said that Barnett was involved in 
collecting money from customers and that 
the analysis of all the documents in the case 
was complex. 

Barnett has until April 4 to provide a 
statement of his assets for the court. 

Miss Samantha Crabb, for Barnett, said 
her client would be in a position to repay the 
money he agreed he had taken to the bakery 
and the cricket club.

But I get the feeling this is a 
long way from the end of the matter. 


Lacrosse fans throw out 
challenge to revive sport

IT was once the stuff that Enid 
Blyton novels were made of. Now 
it is said to be the fastest game on 
two legs - and it is about to take 
off in Shropshire. 

Lacrosse - the sport of independent 
schools and universities - is undergoing 
something of a renaissance. 

Its governing body - the English Lacrosse 
Association - is throwing the sport out into 
the community in a bid to get more people 
involved. 

Indeed, it has just landed a £3.4 million 
windfall to do just that - thanks to the suc¬ 
cess of the less high profile sports at the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic Games which inspired the 
nation. 

In Shropshire, it has just launched the 
county’s first community lacrosse club, 
which is open to anyone who wants to learn 
the sport or get playing again. And leading 
the lacrosse revolution in the county is 
Taryn Abbassian. The 22-year-old, from 
Chicago, is promoting and coaching the 
sport from her base at Moreton Hall School, 
near Oswestry. 

The school itself considers lacrosse to be 
one of its top sports - the school competes at 
many levels and finished ninth out of 56 
teams last season. 

Taryn, who is the English Lacrosse Asso¬ 
ciation’s school development officer, said: 
“The school has done very well. They take 
lacrosse very seriously and it is a priority 
sport here. The girls here are very athletic 
and talented.” 

The sport is big in America and Canada 
and the association is hoping the lacrosse 
bug will be spread even further over here 
out of schools and into the community. 

Lacrosse is played a bit like netball with 
an attack and a defence, says Taryn. 

“There are 12 players including the 
goalie,” she said. “And it is very exciting to 
watch.”

The objective of the game is to score by 
shooting the ball into an opponent’s goal, 
using the lacrosse stick to catch, carry, and 
pass the ball to do so. 

Defensively, the objective is to keep the 
opposing team from scoring and to dispos¬ 
sess them of the ball through the use of 
stick checking and body contact or position¬ 
ing. It is a physical game - the girls wear 
gumshields and eye protection and the 
goalie is padded from top to bottom. 

The Shropshire Lacrosse Club is aimed at 
all women and girls aged 13 or over who 
want to give lacrosse a go or get back into 
the sport. 

“Lacrosse is said to be the fastest game 
on two legs - it’s a very exciting competitive 
sport,” said Taryn. “We are seeing a 
tremendous interest in women’s lacrosse in 
England and are very keen to get as many 
people as possible into the sport.” 


The club holds two training sessions 
every Wednesday evening - from 6.30pm to 
7.30pm for 13 to 17-year-olds and 7.30- 
8.30pm for those aged 18 and above. 

Taryn said: “People don’t need any expe¬ 
rience nor any equipment. We are looking 
for anyone who is interested. We just want 
as many people as possible to have the 
opportunity to play.” 

Kate Groves is head of sport at Moreton 
Hall. She said lacrosse is the fastest growing 
team sport in the country, partly because of 
the investment in it. 

She said: “This is a sport which you can 
play on any pitch. You can play it any¬ 
where.” 

She believes that, like netball, lacrosse 
won’t be an Olympic sport - mainly because 
of the speed of the game. 

“When it is played fast you wouldn’t be 
able to see the ball,” she said. 


David Shuttleworth, the English Lacrosse 
chief executive, says lacrosse has boomed in 
recent years with impressive growth in uni¬ 
versities feeding through into the creation 
of more clubs and community lacrosse pro¬ 
grammes. 

“We are confident that this growth will 
continue in the future and this funding will 
only reinforce our efforts,” he adds. 

And there is much to celebrate - the asso¬ 
ciation, which is based in Manchester, will 
mark the 100 years of women’s lacrosse in 
April. 

And in 2017, England will host the 
Women’s Lacrosse World Cup in Guildford. 

As Mr Shuttleworth says: “Lacrosse is a 
modern, cool sport with room to grow. It is 
our time.”

MY EMPLOYER HAD GONE INTO ADMINISTRATION. WHAT ARE MY RIGHTS? 


Q: My employer has just gone into administration and I am concerned 
about my job. Can you tell me what my rights are in this situation? 

A: If your employer has been placed into administration then the insolvency practitioner appointed must believe that some sort of corporate rescue is 
possible. This may include selling all or part of the business as a going concern. Of course, that does not guarantee that you will keep your job and some 
job losses are probably inevitable. 

If your employment is terminated then you can recover certain entitlements from the Government’s Redundancy Payments Office. You are entitled to 
any arrears of salary for up to eight weeks, accrued but untaken holiday for up to six weeks, payment for your statutory notice period and a statutory 
redundancy payment. All payments have been subject to a statutory cap of £450 per week since 01 February 2013. The insolvency practitioner will ensure 
that you are provided with the correct forms to claim the payments. 

If you are fortunate enough to keep your job then the Transfer of Undertaking (Protection of Employment) Regulations 2006 is likely to apply to the sale 
of the business. This means that your employment rights should automatically transfer to whichever company purchases the business or the part of the 
business in which you are employed. 

Notwithstanding the transfer of employment rights, whatever company purchases the business will probably want to make certain changes because the 
current business model is clearly ineffective. That may have an impact on the retained staff. If you have any concerns in this regard then you should seek 
advice from an employment law expert.

AN ENDURANCE challenge event 
along 35 miles of the Montgomery 
Canal in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales has reached the finals of a 
national competition.

Mr Richards said: “It is a great coup to 
have Mr Griffiths taking part in the event 
and seeing for himself the canal, the restora¬ 
tion work that is going on and how we are 
attracting people to the area.” 

The triathlon’s route follows the towpath 
of the canal from Newtown to Frankton.

Shop damaged after van 
crashes into

THESE dramatic pictures show the devastating trail of destruction 
which was left when a van careered into two parked cars, shunting 
one of them into the side of a shop undergoing renovation work. 

A gaping hole was left in the side of a former antiques shop in Castle Street Whittington, 
near Oswestry, while bricks, mangled metal and debris were left strewn across the ground. 

Remarkably no one was hurt and shop owner Val Walker told of her lucky escape, as 
she had left the building minutes before the smash. 

Fire crews from Oswestry and Wellington as well as specialist rescue trucks from 

Wellington and Wrexham were sent to the 
scene just after noon on Friday. The shop 
was cordoned off as passers by stopped to 
survey the wreckage. 

Mrs Walker, who lives in the house 
behind the store, has been busy refurbish¬ 
ing the shop ready to relaunch the building 
as a wedding boutique. Today her plans lay 
in tatters amid the rubble. 

She said she had been standing in the 
room just moments before the crash. 

“There was a rather loud bang,” Mrs 
Walker said. “I thought it was a dresser 
falling over but it was a car coming through 
the wall - where we had just been standing. 

Mrs Walker said she had not yet stocked 
the shop with wedding dresses but did have 
them in storage ready. 

“It has taken us such a long time to com¬ 
pletely gut and redo the shop, not to men¬ 
tion cost a small fortune.” 

Carl Franks, from the fire service, said 
the building was checked to make sure no 
one was injured inside. 

Richard Ewels, spokesman for West Mer¬ 
cia Police, said the incident happened at 
12.10pm on Friday. 

He said a white Vauxhall Vivaro Power 
van collided with two parked cars and the 
side wall of the shop was struck. 

He said no one was injured and the road 
was not blocked.

He said he hoped using the technology 
would reduce the council’s insurance pay¬ 
ments and said it may also protect it from a 
scrap metal theft similar to the one which 
occurred at the Cambrian Heritage Railway 
site at Llynclys earlier this year. 

Town council facilities manager Glenys 
Davies said: “When someone subscribes to 
SmartWater their scientists will create a 
unique forensic solution that is registered 
to your home or business.”

Farmland price surge 
may net be good news 



The surge in farmland prices could impact on the amount that landlords charge for rent. 


A SURGE in the price of farmland is 
not necessarily good news for farmers, 
a Shropshire university lecturer has 
warned. 

Charles Cowap, principal lecturer in 
land management at Harper Adams 
University, Edgmond, near Newport, 
said higher values may lead to land¬ 
lords increasing rent charges. 

Latest figures from The Royal Insti¬ 
tution of Chartered Surveyors show 
the average price of an acre of farm¬ 
land in the West Midlands reached 
£7,625 in the second half of 2012 - a 
record high. 

And the institute concludes values 
are expected to continue to rise, espe¬ 
cially for larger blocks of commercial 
farmland. 


Mr Cowap said: “If you’re sitting on 
land which you own outright the news 
is probably good. 

“Your assets are growing in value 
and should enable you to access short¬ 
term and long-term finance on reason¬ 
able terms - and with the short-term 
increase in tax allowances for new 
machinery this is a time to seriously 
consider bringing forward long-term 
investment plans in good kit. 

“But if you’re paying rent for land 
which somebody else owns, the news 
may not be so good. 

“Although farm profit is an impor¬ 
tant factor in setting rent levels, it is 
inevitable that an owner will have 
regard to the underlying value of the 
land asset itself - and will therefore 


seek a decent return on that invest¬ 
ment when the rent comes to be 
reviewed. And of course if you are buy¬ 
ing, quality isn’t going to come cheap.” 

While the increase in prices is pri¬ 
marily due to demand from commer¬ 
cial farmers looking to expand, other 
factors also come into play. 

Principal lecturer Mark Simcock 
added: “We are inevitably drawn to 
speculate as to the cause of these 
trends. 

“The Investment Property Data¬ 
bank’s Rural Property Index concluded 
that the buyers of farmland see it as a 
safe haven with investors looking for a 
less volatile option, which is something 
they have sought following our recent 
economic troubles.”

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New Kuga from Ford 
is a winner all-round 


I know you’re supposed to 
choose your family transport with 
sensible features like boot space 
and economy at the top of the 
list - and driving pleasure near 
the bottom, bumping along with 
alloy wheel options and the 
cupholder count. 

Well, Ford wasn’t listening when this agenda 
was published and the new Kuga, a fresh take 
on the successful first version, goes straight to

the top of the class for anyone who doesn’t 
want to lose the fun of driving, moving from a 
nimble hatch to family holdall. 

And, after listening to the people who bought 
Kuga Mkl, the newcomer is roomier in the back 
and boot (but a tiny bit narrower and lower) and 
actually cheaper, model for model than the car 
it replaces. That shows both the pace of 
progress in making things for less, and per¬ 


haps, reflects the sobering fact that today’s new 
Ford faces a formidable 38 rivals, when only 19 
threatened nine years ago. 

Still, it’s worth Ford giving the new Kuga its 
best shot. When the first ones arrived in 2008 the 
market for SUVs was modest; today the sports 
utility vehicle is the third largest new car sector. 

And a highly profitable one, I’ll wager, with 
buyers happy to add to the bottom line with 
tasty extras. 

Prices now start at £20,895, more than 
£1,000 less than the last model’s entry level ver¬ 
sion. That buys a 1.6 litre petrol Kuga in Zetec 
trim and front-wheel drive. 



Only one in ten buyers are likely to take this 
route, preferring instead to head up the price 
list for a diesel with all four wheels driven. The 
range tops out at £29,795 for the automatic 
diesel in Titanium X trim, but the non-X Tita¬ 
nium test car is the predicted biggest seller. 

That costs £355 less than before but adds 
a little more power and economy, along with 
easily folded rear seats (a single lever’s tug 
each side), emergency assist, which calls 999 
if you can’t after a crash, hill start assist, which 
keeps the brakes on for a moment as you foot 
moves to the accelerator pedal, and 
enhanced cruise control with speed limiter. 


Pay £700 more and you’ll amaze your 
friends by opening the boot with a waggle of 
a foot beneath the rear bumper, where sen¬ 
sors detect your request and play Open 
Sesame. It closes the same way and would 
save you dropping arm-loads of shopping on 
a wet supermarket car park. Cheaper to buy 
less shopping, though. 

Parked alongside the old model, the 2013 
Kuga looks sharper and more interesting, with 
the same wraparound headlight treatment 
you’ll find on a Focus, which also, more sub¬ 
tly, donates the platform the car is built on and 
which makes it so good to drive.

Connected 

Perhaps the opposition (newcomers from 
Honda and Toyota with CR-V and RAV4, 
respectively, spring to mind) lack the simple 
joy of driving that modern Fords almost 
always provide, and which the height and 
extra ground clearance of the Kuga does little 
to dilute. 

The test car’s 161bhp diesel pushed the 
Kuga along with poise and verve, its steering 
feeling utterly connected to the road and 
gears ready to click into the next ratio like 
something more Silverstone than Surbiton. 

A brief foray off-road proved the Kuga will 
cope with flinty tracks and grassland churned 
gently towards mud by fellow Kugarists. A 
gymkhana parking field will hold no horrors. 

It managed the road test route with a cer¬ 
tain firmness, that was oddly, but pleasantly, 
lacking in a cheaper, less powerful diesel 
(£23,395 in Zetec trim) that also felt sweeter 
under the bonnet and hardly slower than its 
more powerful sibling. The bargain of the 
range, perhaps?

Car hits spot it aims 
at better than others 


The official figures read like science 
fiction; a family saloon capable of 
nearly 150mph and topping 60mpg in 
everyday use. Can’t be true, can it? 

Well no, not really. But so close in the real 
world to still make this modestly handsome 
BMW a modern mechanical marvel. 

I don’t doubt that on a sufficiently long test 
track the car’s potent and distantly gruff diesel 
engine would push it to the 146mph claimed by 
its maker, but I didn’t get the chance to try it. 

I do know, though, that 90mph on the A14 
feels so much like a 70mph canter that you need 
to keep a keen focus on the speedometer.

And I can report that after 600 miles of mixed 
motoring, the trip computer showed 54mpg. 
That’s a tribute to the way the BMW engineers 
have honed the car’s oily bits, without recourse 
to the complex and expensive extra batteries 
and motors of, say, a hybrid car. 

Combine that everyday economy figure with 
the car’s relaxed performance and it’s obvious 
why the 3 Series is so liked by fleet managers, 
company car drivers and why it was seventh 
best seller in the UK last year, ahead 
of cars like the smaller VW 
Polo. 

This sixth generation 
3 Series is BMW’s

biggest seller worldwide and you can only imag¬ 
ine the amount of midnight oil burned at BMW 
central to make sure it continued along this suc¬ 
cessful sales road. 

It was time well spent; this is a car that feels 
smooth and sophisticated in the sort of way that 
only shedloads of money and time can produce. 

There’s a deliciously smooth feel about the 
way the car goes about its business, from steer¬ 
ing and clutch to control switches and door clos¬ 
ing. It’s a class act. 

A comfortable one, too, with a nicely cush¬ 
ioned ride in the £28,410 320d SE test car that 
would surprise passengers familiar with older 3 
Series models. Rear seat passengers enjoy 
another benefit in the latest versions; extra leg 
room and taller doors to make getting in and out 
a little easier. 

There’s a slightly bigger boot too, along with 
a smoother body shape and a small weight 
reduction. All showing how BMW has kept the 
3 Series at the top of its game by nudging it for¬ 
ward, generation after generation. 

With 182bhp under the bonnet from a 2.0 
litre diesel, there’s always more than enough 
performance, helped by a geachange that 
stays smooth, if not as as perfectly pre- 
cise as some. 

The brand’s slogan as ‘ultimate 
ft) ^ driving machine’ was slightly 
smudged on the test car by a cou- 
K pie of additions. The car was 
^ equipped with £180 worth of ser- 
votronic steering which lightens 
the wheel load at low speeds but 
removes some of the precision. 

The second change was both 
a timely addition and perhaps 
another slight constraint on the car’s 
ability to delight a keen driver.

BMW had fitted winter tyres and must have 
access to a crystal ball, as it snowed (in 
March!) for several days of my test. They 
coped brilliantly with slopes and snow-white 
corners but may have left the car feeling a little 
less precise than before. 

Otherwise, nothing to add in the not-quite- 
ideal column. Unless you’re nit-picking, when 


you discover it’s harder than necessary to dis¬ 
cover the time of day (small displays that can 
vanish when you call up other functions) and a 
rear screen that stays obscure in the rain (it’s 
a saloon, so no wiper). 

Small niggles for a car that hits the spot it 
aims at much better than anything I can think 
of.

Fear over 
new care 
hotline 
dismissed 

HEALTH chiefs say 
patients’ safety will not be 
compromised by a new out- 
of-hours care hotline despite 
a claim by an Oswestry 
councillor that the changes 
‘will cause deaths’. 

The service, which will be 
implemented in Shropshire 
in the coming months, will 
see patients dial 111 rather 
than Shropdoc directly. 

However, they will be 
passed on to the Shropdoc 
service should they require 
GP treatment or advice. 

Oswestry town councillor 
Paul Milner, who serves on 
Plas Ffynnon Medical Cen¬ 
tre patients group, told a 
council meeting: “All the 
patient groups in Oswestry 
are getting together about 
this and raising concerns.” 

But Dr Peter Clowes, 111 
clinical lead for Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin CCGs, 
said: “We would like to reas¬ 
sure residents that we have 
been working closely with 
NHS 111 to ensure that the 
service is safe. The NHS 111 
service will undergo local 
and national testing before 
being approved by the 
Department of Health.” 

He added: “We know that 
one potential risk could be 
an increase in ambulance 
and A&E attendances. We 
are aware of this and have 
been working closely with 
NHS 111, the ambulance 
service and local hospitals to 
put in place measures to 
minimise this risk. ”

PATIENTS getting out of 
bed and walking around just 
hours after major surgery 
has become the norm at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital thanks to pioneering 
pain and recovery pro¬ 
grammes. 

The hospital is leading the 
way in getting patients back 
on their feet more quickly 
than before, the trust board 
has been told and part of the 
success is down to a pro¬ 
gramme to tackle post-oper¬ 
ation pain 

Sister Nicky Williams 
from the hospital’s acute 
pain service said a major 
project has been running at 
the hospital over several 
years looking at how various 
treatments can decrease 
pain and allow patients to 
become mobile quicker. 

She said the project had 
paid dividends and had seen 
a fall in pain suffered by 
patients in the first 48 hours 
after surgery and an 
increase in patients who 
reported they were suffering 
no pain in the first two days 
after an operation. 

Sister Williams said the 
enhanced recovery pro¬ 
gramme and the use of 
treatment to ease pain had 
raised the public’s and sur¬ 
geons’ expectations on how 
quickly patients should be 
up and about. 

She said: “It is becoming 
normal practice. 

“Patients expect to get up 
on the day of surgery.”

“The new group is partly for ourselves 
and also for the children to grow up with 
some of their friends with two mums.” 

Stripe said: “It has always been impor¬ 
tant to us that our daughter doesn’t feel iso¬ 
lated because her family is different.

A PARISH councillor who 
led a campaign against plans 
to build homes in a canalside 
village says she is disap¬ 
pointed to have lost the bat¬ 
tle.

She said the parish coun¬ 
cil’s support for the applica¬ 
tion was ‘crucial’ in the final 
decision. 

She said: “I didn’t agree 
with the parish council and 
I think the parish council’s 
backing was crucial for the 
application.” 

Mrs Bright added that she 
disagreed with planning offi¬ 
cers who said the proposed 
homes would not impact 
upon the nearby Llangollen 
Canal World Heritage Site. 
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Protester 
bound over 
to keep 
the peace 

A FORMER Oswestry man 
who attempted to disrupt a 
planning committee meeting 
in the town has been bound 
over to keep the peace. 

John Edwards, 60, was 
arrested on March 5 after 
attempting to get into a 
meeting of the north plan¬ 
ning committee at Castle 
View in Oswestry. 

The protester, who is 
involved in a long-running 
planning dispute, said coun¬ 
cil officers stopped him from 
entering the offices over 
fears he would disrupt pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Police were called and he 
was taken to Shrewsbury 
Police Station where he 
spent the night. 

He was released the next 
morning after attending 
Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court and agreeing to be 
bound over to keep the peace 
for 12 months. 

It is the third time Mr 
Edwards has been arrested 
in recent weeks over the 
row. 

Mr Edwards had been 
taken away by police after 
he disrupted a planning 
meeting in Oswestry on Feb¬ 
ruary 5. 

He was arrested again at 
Shrewsbury’s Shirehall 
offices two days later. 

Mr Edwards, who now 
lives in Birmingham, is 
involved in a planning row 
over vehicles driving over a 
strip of land he owns at 
Madog Place in Oswestry. 


Councillors' wind farm fears 
welcomed by campaigners 


SHROPSHIRE councillors’ decision to voice fears over plans to build 
wind farms and pylons in the region could be ‘vital’ in the battle to 
halt the controversial projects, campaigners said. 

A full meeting of Shropshire Council saw councillors back a motion formally expressing 
fears about the potential impact of the plans. 

The concerns have been sparked by plans for wind farms in Mid Wales and a proposal 
by National Grid to build a power line from Cefn Coch to Lower Frankton near Oswestry 
to take the power generated by the turbines to the national electricity network. 

I Km loin C* Ifthn Shropshire councillors backed a motion

- asking for them to express concern about 

the ‘potential detrimental impact’ on the 
county. 

The councillors agreed the authority 
should take part in the planning process of 
both projects to ensure the interests of 
Shropshire communities were ‘fully and 
effectively represented’. 

Campaigners on both sides of the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border have joined together to 
form The Alliance to fight the energy plans. 

Delighted 

Jonathan Wilkinson from the group said 
he was delighted Shropshire councillors had 
backed the motion. 

The group asked for the postponement of 
the hearing, set to take place in June in 
Welshpool, amid claims there was not 
enough information for a proper decision to 
be taken. 

The group’s request has been passed on 
to energy secretary Edward Davey. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “I have said all along 
Shropshire is key to this. This will affect the 
whole region. We need the strong support 
and their backing. 

“We are currently waiting for the secre¬ 
tary of state’s response to our request.” 

The inquiry in the summer will look at 
proposed wind farms at Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, Llaithddu, Llandinam, Llanbryn- 
mair and Carnedd Wen in Mid Wales.

PLANS to mark the centenary of the start 
of the First World War with events in 
Oswestry’s main public park must be car¬ 
ried out with sensitivity, a town councillor 
has said. 

The town council-led group responsible 
for running Cae Glas Park has been looking

A report to the council’s amenities com¬ 
mittee said various ideas had been dis¬ 
cussed. It said: “One idea was to make over 
the garden at the bowling green opposite 
the pavilion with plants from that era and 
a community event to decorate tiles on the 
theme to be fixed to the wall.”

Tenants 
face rent 
increase 
of 4.88pc 

MORE than 4,000 Shrop¬ 
shire council house tenants 
are to see their rents go up 
by more than £180 a year 
after an increase was voted 
through by councillors. 

A 4.88 per cent increase in 
rents on 4,200 properties 
run by Shropshire Council 
was approved at Shirehall. 
The changes will see rates 
rise by an average £3.55 per 
week from April. 

The Liberal Democrats 
proposed to cap the rent rise 
at 2.4 per cent for the next 
financial year. But the idea 
was rejected after the ruling 
Conservative group said it 
would result in an even 
higher rents hike in 2014. 

Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor Roger Evans said this 
year’s rent increase followed 
a 7.9 per cent hike in 
2012/13 and a 6.9 per cent 
rise in 2011/12. 

The average weekly rent 
is currently £72.75 and this 
will now go up to £76.30. 

The majority of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s housing 
stock is in the Oswestry area 
and the former Bridgnorth 
district.

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Motorists 
accused of 
parking 
on graves 

THOUGHTLESS motorists 
are parking on graves at an 
Oswestry churchyard and 
damaging kerbs, town coun¬ 
cillors have heard. 

The actions of motorists 
who are abusing the parking 
at St Oswald’s Churchyard 
have been described as ‘dis¬ 
gusting’ by one councillor. 

There is limited parking 
at the churchyard and peo¬ 
ple are encouraged to park 
nearby rather than on the 
site, especially when a 
funeral is being held. 

But town councillor Cyn¬ 
thia Hawksley said she had 
become increasingly con¬ 
cerned about people who use 
the churchyard for parking. 

She told the town coun¬ 
cil’s amenities committee 
meeting some motorists 
seemed to be unaware that 
by parking over kerbs at the 
churchyard car park, they 
were actually parking on 
graves. 

She said: “People will 
park and they will go over 
the kerb and they are actu¬ 
ally parking on graves. 

“I find it quite disgusting. 
It is somebody’s grave.” 

The councillor said she 
was also concerned people 
using the churchyard as a 
parking spot were causing 
problems for funeral mourn¬ 
ers to access the site. 

She said at one recent 
funeral she was worried 
there would not be enough 
spaces for the people actu¬ 
ally attending the service. 


Police crackdown results in 
a month without burglaries 


A POLICE crackdown on break-ins at Oswestry has been a suc¬ 
cess - with no house burglaries being reported in February. 

Sergeant Scott Barnes, of West Mercia Police, said the figures for Oswestry was a 
result of Operation Citadel, a force wide initiative to halt burglaries across the West 
Mercia force area, and because homeowners were taking extra security precautions. 
He said incidents of house burglaries had previously become a problem. 

Sergeant Barnes said: “There was no reports of house burglaries in the Oswestry 
area in the last month.

High Sherriff 
angry at fines 

THE High Sheriff of Shropshire has spoken 
out against the growing number of on-the- 
spot fines and community resolutions 
orders being handed out by police. 

John Abram, from Oswestry, said out-of- 
court disposal orders could mask the under¬ 
lying problem that made someone offend. 

And he said, while they had their place, 
the orders did not act as a deterrent. 

The High Sheriff has had to stand down 
from the magistrates’ bench in Shropshire 
while serving his year long appointment. 

“I can not speak for the magistrates but, 
during my time as High Sheriff, I have 
become increasingly worried about the 
increase in community resolution orders 
and on-the-spot fines,” he said. 

Community resolutions are ways police 
can deal with petty offences, including 
shoplifting, disturbances, criminal damage 
like graffiti and anti-social behaviour. 

Mr Abram said: “What worries me is that 
these things are handed out on-the-spot.” 


“It is all down to work done by the 
force. At one stage there was quite a num¬ 
ber of house burglaries throughout the 
area. 

“We have had Operation Citadel, a force 
wide initiative, aimed at driving down the 
numbers of house burglaries.” 

Operation Citadel has been targeting 
burglars and so far more than 600 people 
have been arrested by police in the crack¬ 
down, Sergeant Barnes said. 

Target 

He added that a target has been set for 
no more than 10 burglaries to occur each 
day throughout the force area. 

Sergeant Barnes said the public could 
help meet those targets by keeping their 
homes more secure and reporting any sus¬ 
picious activity. 

During a meeting of Oswestry Local 
Joint Committee, Sergeant Barnes was 
asked how aware officers in Oswestry 
were of hate crime against the disabled. 

He said any incident which had an ele¬ 
ment of hate crime, including disability, 
was recorded as such. 

Oswestry resident John Bickerton said 
he was worried a police shake-up 
announced last week would lead to the 
reduction of officers in Oswestry. 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett 
said the restructuring of the police was 
still taking place and the situation would 
be clearer in the near future. 


Ex-home to be handed to school

GOVERNORS of Shropshire’s largest 
school have taken another step towards cre¬ 
ating a sixth form. 

Oswestry’s Marches School is converting 
the town’s Fairholme care home into class¬ 
rooms, and last week saw the transfer of the 
building into its control. 

Sarah Longville, head of the Marches 
School, said it would take possession of the 
building in April, as soon as it became 
vacant, and work would begin immediately. 

She said: “Sustainable development is 
integral to the school’s plans for the Sixth 


Form and the re-development of the 
Fairholme building for educational purposes 
will have considerable benefits for both the 
school and wider community.” 

Arthur Walpole, chairman of governors 
said: “The sixth form will provide the school 
with a tremendous opportunity to improve 
a range of facilities.” 

The school converted to an academy on 
August 1, 2011, the first to do so within 
Shropshire. The school is rated ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ by Ofsted and will opening an academic 
Sixth Form in September 2013. 


Hospital 
reporting 
wait time 
progress 

NEW FIGURES show 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital is making progress on 
increasing the number of 
patients it treats following 
criticism from a health 
watchdog about missed 
waiting time targets. 

The performance failures 
last year the orthopaedic 
sparked a review by Monitor, 
the body which regulates 
foundation trust hospitals. 

Monitor bosses found that 
the hospital had not been in 
‘significant breach’ of its 
foundation trust authorisa¬ 
tion but said improvements 
had to be made on meeting 
18-week Referral To Treat¬ 
ment targets. 

Patients should undergo 
treatment within 18 weeks 
of being referred. 

Gobowen hospital bosses 
were told that if improve¬ 
ments were not made, it 
could face an escalation 
process, where action can be 
taken against the trust. 

A report to the trust 
board meeting said progress 
was being made. 

In January, 90.15 per cent 
of admitted patients were 
treated within 18 weeks 
against a target of 90 per 
cent while 95.67 per cent of 
non-admitted patients were 
seen within 18 weeks 
against a target of 95 per 
cent. 

Work continues to reduce 
the number of patients wait¬ 
ing at every stage prior to 
treatment.

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School's 
proposal 
on pupils’ 
transport 

AN outline travel plan to 
encourage pupils to cycle or 
walk to Shropshire’s first 
all-through school has been 
lodged with council plan¬ 
ners. 

And a plan detailing a 
new car park and where 
pupils will be dropped off at 
St Martins School has also 
been submitted. 

The plans come after 
parish councillors rejected 
initial proposals for the new 
£3.14 million school over 
concerns about transport - 
in particular where the 
school’s younger children 
would be dropped off.

It said: “In conjunction 
with the school travel plan 
highway infrastructure 
improvements are to be pro¬ 
moted to provide a safer 
route to school.”

Our dream came true when 
children's hospice opened 


OPENING Hope House Children’s Hospice was ‘a dream come true’, 
says the chairman of its trustees Barbara Evans. 

The 59-year-old spent five years of her own time helping to set up the hospice in Morda, 
near Oswestry, while juggling a full-time job in children’s services. 

“I was involved with Hope House Children’s Hospice right from the very beginning 
when it started as an idea in September 1990,” she said. “I became chairman of the 
trustees in 1995.” 

The vision for the hospice started from the idea of parents whose child, called Hope, 
had a life limited condition. A meeting was 
arranged in Shrewsbury and her idea snow¬ 
balled from there. 

Barbara said: “I went to the meeting and 
became very much involved with the plan¬ 
ning of Hope House. It was a lot of very 
interesting, hard work.” 

At the time she was the head of Children’s 
Services for Shropshire Council and Telford 
and Wrekin. She also worked for the then 
government initiative Every Child Matters, 
which aimed to make sure youngsters are 
healthy, safe and active. 

Barbara said: “On top of working we were 
planning Hope House. We would be going 
out to meet people across north Wales and 
into Cheshire, Powys and Shropshire. We 
told them ‘this is what our dream is, to raise 
money for the children’s hospice’.” 

The group wanted to have the hospice 
based on the border of Wales, Shropshire 
and Cheshire to be able to provide services 
for youngsters from a wide area. When they 
had enough cash they looked for land and 
settled on some in Morda. 

Fundraising continued and they were 
promised a generous cash donation from the 
Bradbury Trust which would be given to 
them if they could guarantee the hospice 
would be open by 1995. 

Barbara said: “We took that offer, we got 
the land and raised the money. We opened 
in 1995 and it was a dream come true. 

“To achieve it in five years, to raise

enough money to build it, a dream come 
true.” 

The trustees now have two hospices, the 
second one in Conwy, North Wales, which 
opened five years later in 2000. 

“We now need £5 million to run the two,” 
Barbara said. 

Since the hospice opened Barbara has 
found her work is different now. In the 
beginning it was a hands on approach but 
now staff have been employed. 

“As a group of trustees we still meet with 
the staff,” she said. “We are very much 
involved with getting reports from staff. It 
is a lot of interesting work. 

“It is never work you take on begrudg¬ 
ingly, even if you are tired. 

“The children there are happy and it is a 
lovely atmosphere.” 

Barbara has always lived in Shropshire 
and has spent many years of her working 
life in the social work field. 

She is now retired but is still busy and, as 
part of her many interests, she is secretary 
for two garden clubs. 


Skate park 
effort is 
awarded 
cash aid 

YOUNGSTERS are a step 
closer to getting a skate park 
in Llanymynech. 

Members of Llanymynech 
Youth Club have been work¬ 
ing towards a project to buy 
mobile skate park equip¬ 
ment for the playing fields. 
The project also includes 
plans for a permanent base 
for the equipment, which 
would be taken up and 
stored when not in use. 

The youth club has been 
given a £750 cash boost for 
the project from the St 
Oswald and Llanymynech 
Local Joint Committee.

Plenty to irritate 
and wonder at in 
winter hedgerows 


WALKING along a Salopian hedgerow in 
winter can be both an irritation and a won¬ 
der. 

An irritation because of the stark, meddlesome fruits 
of the arctium plant and a wonder due to the delicate 
intricacies of the corylus avellana. I feel a much needed 
explanation coming on. 

Wander down any aforementioned hedgerow at this 
time of the year and you’ll most likely be greeted by a 
fairly drab scene. Spring is (apparently) just round the 
corner, but as of yet there is very little colour amongst 
the blackthorn and brambles. 

At the beginning of the year there may have been a few 
red berries hidden from the prying eyes of the fieldfares 
and redwings, but these are most likely now gone. How¬ 
ever look a little closer and you may well find a cluster of 
yellows and auburns. You’ve found a hazel tree. 

With their bright yellow, drooping catkins, the hazel 
offers a glimmer of ‘better things to come’ and cheers the 
hearts on an otherwise cold and damp morning stroll 
with the dog. But instead of passing by, take a closer look 
and you’ll find something rather fascinating; a tiny 
anemone poking out from the odd bud here and there. 

The yellow catkins that brought you here are the flam¬ 
boyant male parts of the hazel tree, but what about the 
female parts? 

These are the minute, pink anemone-like protuber¬ 
ances that can be found bursting forth from the green- 
brown buds along the branches. You have to look hard 
and not all hazel trees will exhibit them now, but once 
you’ve found one, you’ll have you’re ‘eye in’ and many 
more will make themselves apparent. 

When the female part is pollinated, via the wind, from 
the male part, a seed grows. Although the resultant nuts

are edible, hazel trees today are mainly grown and pruned 
back severely each year to harvest the smooth reddish- 
brown stems, which have toughness and elasticity. 

The wood makes hampers, hoops, wattles, shepherds’ 
crooks, walking sticks, fishing rods, whip handles and other 
rustic items such as seats and baskets for gardens. In Celtic 
folklore the nuts are a symbol of mystical wisdom, don’t ask 
me why. 

But from wonder, to annoyance. Arctium, otherwise 
known as the burdock, is stripped of its leaves at the 
moment and if you have never had to pull their burrs from 
your dog’s hair, or even your hair, then you’re a luckier per¬ 
son than I. 

As long suffering walkers know, the seeds or ‘burrs’ of 
this plant are incredibly sticky. But not sticky in the wet, 
tacky, gluey sense, but instead acting as a natural Velcro, 
hooking themselves onto any passing hairy body and wait¬ 
ing until the disenchanted party realises they’ve been 
‘burred’ and tries to rid themselves of the object. In so 
doing, the seeds of course are deposited anew. 

Like the hazel, the burdock plant can also be used in var¬ 
ious forms by frugal walkers and landowners. ‘Dandelion 
and burdock’ is an obvious shout, but the root of the 
younger plants can also be skinned and cooked as you would 
a parsnip or turnip in the oven. Perhaps you’ll agree with 
me; a fitting punishment for all those exasperating burrs.

matter, we would love to hear from you. 

John explained: “During the Second 
World War I lived in Oak Drive, Oswestry 
and I played with neighbouring youngsters. 

“During that time, there were a couple 
about my age who were, I think, Belgian 
named Paul and Eve Kocira. Kocira is a 
phonetic spelling and I have no idea 
whether or not it was correct. 

“Paul and Eve and their parents moved 
away rather suddenly and the reason given 
to me was that their father was unmasked 
as a German spy. 

“Occasionally I think about them and 
wonder if there could be an interesting 
story about the family. 

“I have made a cursory search on the net 
but do not really know where to look. 

“After this length of time, I am not quite 
sure of the year that this took place, but it 
would have been mid to late wartime. 

“At the time, there was a POW camp at 
Mile End, roughly where the Esso services 
are now. Also, there was RAF Rednal, a 
Spitfire training airfield, just off the A5 at 
Queenshead. So I guess that there were 
things to spy on. 

“This could be a complete waste of time 
and effort or it could be something of inter¬ 
est.”

Dacia Sandero hits road 
at truly astonishing price

IT’S NOW possible to buy a new five 
door car and drive it away for less 
than £6,000 - no it’s not April Fool’s 
Day yet, it’s true. 

The Dacia is not commonly know in the UK 
but from humble beginnings, the Romanian 
brand has gone from strength to strength since 
Renault bought it in 1999 and transformed its 
fortunes. 

Newly launched, the Dacia Sandero super¬ 
mini is a revelation at just £5,995 and must be 
the biggest bargain on the road today. 

The Sandero is not like any other ‘cheap’ 
model to hit the market. It’s surprisingly well 
equipped, performs better than you could imag¬ 
ine and looks like a far more expensive model. 

Kicking off the range is the aptly named 
Access. At £5,995, no other new car comes 
close for the same combination of price, space 
and equipment. 

Dacia say that to get anywhere near it in 
terms of price for a similarly specified version of 
the Ford Fiesta, the UK’s current best-selling 
supermini, you’d have to delve into the archives 
right back to 1989. 

The entry-level version offers plenty of fea¬ 
tures, including 15” steel wheels, power 
assisted steering, a 60/40 split folding rear seat 
and even daytime running lights. 

You don’t get a radio but there’s pre-wiring for 
an accessory fit radio and speaker system 
which will be available to buy through official 
Dacia Retailers. 

Safety features include ABS with Emergency 
Brake Assist, ASR traction control, ESC (Elec¬ 


tronic Stability Control), driver, passenger and 
front side airbags and ISOFIX points in both 
outer rear seats 

Available in white, its chunky five-door 
bodystyle is complemented well by contrasting 
black bumpers, door mirrors and handles. 

Inside the cab it’s hard to say things aren’t 
basic but there’s everything you need and all 
the controls are clear and exactly where you 
would expect to find them. One of the biggest 
surprises comes when you open the boot. 
There’s 320 litres of space which transforms to 
1,200 litres with the rear seats down. 

For only £600 more, the mid-level Ambiance 
includes a radio/CD player with fingertip remote 
controls, USB and AUX input, Bluetooth™, 
remote central locking, electric front windows, 
body coloured bumpers and 15” ‘Colorado’ 
wheel trims. 


There’s some plush interior touches such as 
chrome surrounds for the air vents, instrument 
dials and steering wheel logo. 

The top-of-the-range versions are called Lau¬ 
reate. Dacia expects up to two thirds of buyers 
to plump for them. With three available, starting 
from £7,995, just £2,000 more than the entry ver¬ 
sion, it’s not hard to see why. The range topper 
gets air conditioning, heated and electrically 
adjustable door mirrors, cruise control and elec¬ 
tric rear windows as standard 
There’s even an optional fully-integrated 7- 
inch touchscreen navigation and multimedia 
system for just £250 - little more than a hand¬ 
held device from Halfords. 

The four-cylinder 1.2 petrol delivers 47.9 mpg 
on the combined cycle with C02 emissions of 
137g/km, enough for road tax band E. That 
means road tax of only £10 per month. 


The second engine for Dacia’s new supermini 
is the TCe 90. Its new to the brand after debuting 
in the Renault Clio with the added bonus of 
Stop&Start technology. In Sandero, the 0.9-litre 
three-cylinder turbocharged unit is capable of 
109 mph, with fuel economy of 54.3 mpg and 
C02 emissions of just 120 g/km. 

That adds up to just £30 in road tax every 
year, with absolutely zero to pay in the first. 

The dCi 90 ahs a 1.5-litre diesel size and deliv¬ 
ers 74.3 mpg and sub-100 grams of C02 per 
kilometre emissions. In other words, you don’t 
owe the taxman a penny when it comes to road 
fund licence. The two top engines have gearshift 
indicators and an ECO mode to limit engine 
torque, both to help you eek the most out of 
your tank - by 10 per cent - and save you valu¬ 
able pennies at the pumps. They’ll also no 
doubt help you do your bit for the 


environment.Personally I have been spoiled 
over the years by driving top of the range mod¬ 
els with all the modern technology on the mar¬ 
ket so the Sandero is not for me. It’s also as 
slow as you would expect, reaching 62mph in 
just over 14 seconds But if it’s a bargain you are 
looking for the Dacia is right up your street. It’s 
impossible not to be impressed.

Audi’s third generation A3 
delivers in ail departments

Audi’s relentless chase to dominate 
the UK market has taken another 
huge step forward with the arrival of 
the new five-door A3 Sportback. 

This third generation version sees the 
Sportback name return to the A3 range with 
a new look, more space and a range of 
prices to suit all needs. 

For just £620 more than a three-door version 
the new A3 prices range from £19,825 for a 1.4 to 
£25,500 for a 2.0 litre range topping TDi - yet you 
get so much more for your money. 

On the roads of Southern France I tested the 
range and surprisingly found myself falling for the 
range-starting 1.4TFSI SE. 

This really is a big car. Wheelbase is 58mm 
longer than the predecessor and 35mm longer 
than the three door version, meaning there's room 
for five adults with ample legroom. 

The boot offers an enormous 1,220 litres of lug¬ 
gage capacity when folded flat and 380 litres with 
five seated, easily passing the golf clubs test and 
10 litres more space than on the previous model. 

Audi, like all the manufacturers today, is reduc¬ 
ing the body weight of all their cars and this A3 is 
90kg lighter. 

Carrying the 1.4TFSE engine the five door has 
a kerb weight of only 1,205kg, making the model 
a leader in class, thanks mainly to the clever use 
of aluminium in key areas. 

Inside the A3 cabin there's anew look to the

dash but it’s still unmistakably Audi with the 
same quality feel we have come to expect. 

The dash is dominated by the high resolu¬ 
tion monitor. Keys for navigation, television, 
radio and media have been rearranged but the 
large rotary control switch remains as one of 
my favourite bits of technology. 

Sometimes I think you need to be something 
of a computer geek to own an Audi, there’s so 
much technology on board, but the advan¬ 
tages are enormous and while Audi are happy 
to say they are targeting the computer literate 


driver it’s all pretty straightforward once you 
get to grips. 

The traditional handbrake has been 
replaced by a push button system and hill hold 
assist is available.Equipment level the 3-door 
a across the three SE, Sport and S-Line. Specs 
but electric rear windows and child locks are 
now standard. 

There’s also Audi's clever Comfort, Auto or 
Dynamic driving modes while sports models 
include sports seats, steering wheel and alu¬ 
minium detailing in and out. 


Thel .4 on test was impressive with 0-62mph 
in 9.5 seconds, a top speed of 126mph, com¬ 
bined fuel figures of 53mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions oh 123gkm. 

The test car had 17inch alloys, a light and 
rain sensor package, aluminium window trims, 
tyre pressure monitoring and Sat Nav as part 
of an extra package, which pushed the price 
up from £19,180 to £23,015. 

You wouldn’t expect a 1.4 to have the power 
that this Audi has but it is very impressive and 
was easily my pick of the range.

Italian job that’s going 
for the bigger picture 



The Fiat 500L, slightly smaller than the Ford Focus but bigger than Ford’s B-Max

Fiat hopes its latest car will make 
the runaway success of its cheeky 
little 500 bigger still - literally. 

Obviously a business that knows when it’s got 
a (small) monster hit on its hands, the Italian car 
maker has decided to go large with a tribute 
model. 

Called the 500L it shares nothing with its 
smaller sibling except an obvious, and wholly 
deliberate likeness around the front. And the 
crucial 500 name, of course. 

But instead of the little 500’s charmingly mod¬ 
est dimensions, the 500L arrives as a junior 
MPV, replacing the smaller car’s knee-banging 
rear seats with room for strapping adults in the 
back, and a boot that explodes from boutique 
friendly to a supermarket shop natural. 

If Fiat was worried buyers might see the Ser¬ 
bian-built 500L as little more than a five-door ver¬ 
sion of the car it pays homage to, a first glance 
will put them right. It actually looks quite big, sit¬ 
ting under a watery early spring sky. 

Nearly as big, say, as a Ford Focus and big¬ 
ger than an obvious new competitor, the Ford B- 
Max, complete with tall body and sliding rear 
doors. 

The 500L comes in three grades; Popstar, 
Easy and Lounge, with prices from £14,990 to 
£18,890. There are four engine choices; petrol 


units with 875ccs and 1.4 litres and a couple of 
diesels, 1.3 and 1.6 litres. 

Easy and Popstar models cost the same, with 
different trim treatments to tell them apart. The 
Easy (and dearer Lounge models) have fabric 
or suede dashboard finishes, which leaves both 
looking drab, especially when you add in the 
acres of black inside their surprisingly spacious 
cabins. 

The Pop Star brings a touch of Latin liveliness 


to its interior with dash panels in the same paint 
colour as the outside of the car. Very chic it 
looks, too. 

Every 500L has cruise control, air condition¬ 
ing, five-inch touchscreen radio and (thank 
goodness) a spare wheel. The Popstar has alloy 
wheels, ditched on the same price Easy, which 
includes rear electric windows and rear parking 
sensors instead. 

The top Lounge model comes as standard 


with a huge glass sunroof, auto climate control 
and auto wipers and lights. 

As standard the Fiat 500L comes with six 
airbags (front, side and window), three-point 
safety belts on all five seats and double preten¬ 
sioners and load limiters at the front. The steer¬ 
ing column is designed to collapse in a heavy 
frontal impact. This is to protect the driver and 
prevent the steering wheel being pushed 
upwards. 

Fiat is now providing its small cars with a City 
Brake Control system designed to reduce the 
effects of low-speed collision in traffic. By send¬ 
ing out laser impulses and registering how 
quickly they’re reflected, City Brake Control can 
detect remotely how far the car is from other 
obstacles. 

Minimised 

Depending on variables such as weather 
conditions, road surface and tyre condition, a 
crash can either be avoided or the conse¬ 
quences minimised. It operates at speeds 
between three and 19mph so it won’t cut in dur¬ 
ing parking manoeuvres or at speed when it 
could create a dangerous situation. 

The Fiat 500L also has front headlights that 
feature daytime running lights and it has front 
foglights with a self-adaptive cornering function 
(standard on the 500L Lounge). These illuminate 
on the side the car is turning towards to light up 
the verges as well as giving other drivers added 
warning of the 500L’s actual direction of travel. 

The long options list includes lumbar adjust¬ 
ment for the driver and a DAB and Bluetooth 


package, costing £100 each and which ought to 
be standard on the Lounge, at least. Coming 
later is a yet unpriced option of an on-board 
espresso coffee machine in the dashboard. No, 
I’m not making that last bit up. 

The Fiat 500L will become the first standard 
production car in the world to offer a proper 
espresso coffee machine fully integrated into the 
dashboard. In collaboration with Lavazza, Fiat 
has devised a unique deck that allows the coffee 
maker to be fitted into the passenger compart¬ 
ment. It then uses Lavazza’s A Modo Mio cap¬ 
sules to make authentic Italian espresso coffee. 

Owners who plump for this option will also be 
able to choose a selection of accessories to 
complement it including spoon, capsule and 
sugar holders. 

Does the rest of the car feel like a dash of 
Italy? After a drive in the top Lounge diesel, the 
answer is ‘not really’. The 500L is rather too big 
and serious to carry the genes of a smaller and 
more vivacious stablemate. 

Instead, you get a car that majors on space 
and sensibility. The diesel keeps its growly 
nature well under control and provides plenty of 
performance in the higher gears that are a good 
diesel’s happy hunting ground. The test car’s 
morning’s work returned 48mpg on the hard to 
read trip computer; not a bad result, if a long 
way below the official figure. 

It’s not a car for the back road grand prix, pre¬ 
ferring a more relaxed life where its generally 
comfy ride will be appreciated as everyone on 
board marvels at just how big the little 500 has 
become.
